The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  2216)  to  amend  the  act  of  March  4,  1915  (38  Stat.  1086,  1101; 
16  U.  S.  C.  497),  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon 
without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  bring  up  to  date  the  law  relating  to 
special  use  of  national  forest  lands.  The  present  law  was  enacted  in 
1915  and  has  not  been  substantially  modified  since  that  time,  although 
the  requirements  of  commerce,  industry,  recreation,  and  public  use 
of  space  in  the  national  forests  has  substantially  changed. 

With  the  exception  of  the  final  sentence,  the  bill  is  identical  with 
the  bill,  H.  R.  2762  of  the  83d  Congress  which  was  passed  by  the 
House  but  not  acted  upon  in  the  Senate. 

)  Following  is  the  text  of  the  Senate  report : 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestyy,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  (S.  2216)  to  amend  the  act  of  March  4,  1915 
(38  Stat.  1086,  1101;  16  U.  S.  C.  497),  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass 
with  an  amendment.

The  Department  of  Agriculture  now  has  adequate  author¬ 
ity  to  issue  revocable  permits  for  all  purposes  under  the  act 
of  June  4,  1897  (16  U.  S.  C.  551).

Enactment  of  this  bill  will  tend  to  increase  rather  than 
decrease  State  tax  rolls  and  receipts  since  the  interest  of  the 
permittee  would  be  subject  to  State  taxing  authority.  In 
addition  25  percent  of  the  fees  charged  for  permits  are  paid 
to  the  States,  as  provided  in  title  16,  United  States  Code, 
section  500. 

The  committee  amendment  would  prohibit  use  of  the 
authority  provided  by  the  act  in  such  manner  as  to  preclude 
the  general  public  from  full  enjoyment  of  the  natural,  scenic, 
recreational,  and  other  aspects  of  the  national  forests.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  Reference  is  made  to  your  re¬ 
quest  of  June  15  for  a  report  on  S.  2216,  a  bill  to  amend  the 
act  of  March  4,  1915  (38  Stat.  1086,  1101;  16  U.  S.  C.  497). 
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The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  facilitate  and  simplify  some  of 
this  Department’s  problems  relating  to  the  issuance  of  per¬ 
mits  for  use  of  national-forest  lands. 

We  recommend  enactment  of  S.  2216. 

S.  2216  is  identical  to  H.  R.  2762  as  passed  by  the  House  in 
the  83d  Congress.  It  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  make  and  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  permit 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  not  to  exceed  80  acres  of  national- 
forest  land  for  periods  not  exceeding  30  years,  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  purposes;  (1)  Constructing  or  maintaining  hotels,  resorts, 
and  any  other  structures  or  facilities  necessary  or  desirable 
for  recreation,  public  convenience,  or  safety;  (2)  construct¬ 
ing  or  maintaining  buildings,  structures,  and  facilities  for  in¬ 
dustrial  or  commercial  purposes  whenever  such  use  is  related 
to  or  consistent  with  other  uses  on  the  national  forests;  (3) 
construction  or  maintenance,  by  any  State,  political  sub¬ 
division  thereof,  or  any  public  or  nonprofit  agency,  of  build¬ 
ings,  structures,  or  facilities  necessary  or  desirable  for  educa¬ 
tion  or  for  any  public  use  or  in  connection  with  any  public 
activity.  This  bill  would  also  authorize  the  Secretary  to 
permit  the  use  and  occupancy  of  not  to  exceed  5  acres  of 
national-forest  land,  for  periods  not  exceeding  30  years,  for 
the  construction  or  maintenance  of  summer  homes  and  stores. 

Under  existing  laws  this  Department  has  adequate  author¬ 
ity  to  issue  revocable  permits  for  uses  for  which  long-term 
tenure  is  unnecessary  or  undesirable.  Also,  the  authority  to 
issue  leases  and  term  permits  is  adequate  for  communication 
and  television  purposes,  for  the  use  of  Government-owned 
structures,  for  permits  and  leases  to  States,  political  sub¬ 
divisions  thereof  and  public  agencies  for  public  purposes, 
and  for  all  types  of  uses  in  Alaska. 

The  act  of  March  4,  1915,  however,  is  inadequate  to  meet 
other  needs  for  term  permits  on  the  national  forests  because 
it  limits  use  and  occupancy  to  summer  homes,  hotels,  stores, 
or  other  structures  needed  for  recreation  or  public  con¬ 
venience,  and  the  permit  area  to  a  maximum  of  5  acres. 
It  is  frequently  found  that  term  permits  would  be  desirable 
for  uses  not  specified  in  the  act  of  March  4,  1915,  and  per¬ 
mittees  often  need  more  than  5  acres  for  their  authorized 
operations. 

S.  2216  would  meet  needs  to  grant  term  permits  up  to  80 
acres  for  such  public  and  semipublic  uses  as  landing  fields, 
resorts,  campgrounds,  picnic  areas,  organization  camps  and 
ski  lifts,  and  to  industrial  and  commercial  enterprises  such 
as  sawmills,  mining  camps,  wharves,  and  warehouses,  which 
would  contribute  to  the  general  welfare  and  which  could  be 
located  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  proper  utilization  of 
national-forest  resom'ces.  In  numerous  instances  individuals 
cannot  finance  prospective  commercial  ventures  on  national 
forest  lands  because  banks  and  commercial  credit  companies 
are  unwilling  to  make  loans  to  applicants  who  cannot  obtain 
term  permits  or  leases. 

The  act  of  September  3,  1954  (68  Stat.  1146)  provides 
somewhat  similar,  but  in  some  respects  more  restrictive. 
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authority  to  issue  term  permits  to  States,  counties,  and  other 
public  agencies  for  public  buildings  and  other  public  works. 
That  act  and  S.  2216  are  the  same  as  to  length  of  permit  but 
differ  as  to  acreage  allowances,  the  khid  of  lessees  which 
would  be  eligible,  requirements  for  consideration  and  land 
to  which  the  authority  would  apply. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  would  not  require  additional  appro¬ 
priations.  Keceipts  from  national  forests  would  be  somewhat 
increased  since  leases  could  be  issued  for  developments 
which  are  not  undertaken  now  because  of  the  insecurity  of  a 
revocable  permit. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that,  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  the  program  of  the  President,  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  submission  of  this  report.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  2216] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  2216)  to  amend  the  act  of  March  4,  1915  (38  Stat.  1086, 
1101;  16  U.  S.  C.  497),  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon 
with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  an  amendment. 

This  bill  would  (1)  increase  to  80  acres  (from  5  acres)  the  maximum 
area  of  national  forest  lands  for  which  term  permits  may  be  granted  for 
hotels,  resorts,  and  other  facilities  for  recreation  or  public  convenience 
under  the  act  of  March  4,  1915  (16  U.  S.  C.  497),  and  (2)  authorize 
similar  term  permits  for  facilities  for  public  safety,  facilities  for 
mdustrial  or  commercial  uses  related  to  or  consistent  with  other 
national  forest  uses,  and  facilities  to  be  used  by  public  or  nonprofit 
agencies  for  education  or  public  use.  The  authority  under  the  act  for 
term  permits  not  exceeding  5  acres  for  summer  homes  and  stores 
would  remain  substantially  unchanged. 

The  Department  of  Agi-iculture  now  has  adequate  authority  to  issue 
revocable  permits  for  all  purposes  under  the  act  of  June  4,  1897 
(16  U.  S.  C.  551).  Its  authority  to  issue  term  permits,  and  the  extent 
to  which  such  authority  would  be  broadened  by  S.  2216,  are  shown 
below;

2  Specific  authority  for  10  year  grazing  permits  (16  U.  S.  C.  580),  50  year  grants  of  easements  for  rights-of- 
way  for  electric  transmission  and  communication  linos  (16  U.  S.  C.  523),  and  grants  for  other  types  of  rights- 
of-way  (43  U.  S.  C.  934,  525,  946,  and  951:  16  U.  S.  C.  524)  wolUd  not  be  affected. 

3  The  act  of  June  4,  1897  (16  U.  S.  C.  479),  which  permits  the  settlers  in  or  near  national  forests  to  occupy 
up  to  2  acres  for  each  schoolhouse  and  1  acre  for  each  church  for  school  and  church  purposes,  would  not  be 
affected. 


Enactment  of  this  bill  will  tend  to  increase  rather  than  decrease 
State  tax  rolls  and  receipts  since  the  interest  of  the  permittee  would 
be  subject  to  State  taxing  authority.  In  addition  25  percent  of  the 
fees  charged  for  permits  are  paid  to  the  States,  as  provided  in  title 
16,  United  States  Code,  section  500. 

The  committee  amendment  would  prohibit  use  of  the  authority 
provided  by  the  act  in  such  manner  as  to  preclude  the  general  public 
from  full  enjoyment  of  the  natural,  scenic,  recreational,  and  other 
aspects  of  the  national  forests.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  Reference  is  made  to  your  request  of 
June  15  for  a  report  on  S.  2216,  a  bill  to  amend  the  act  of  March  4, 
1915  (38  Stat.  1086,  1101;  16  U.  S.  C.  497).  The  purpose  of  this  bill 
is  to  facilitate  and  simplify  some  of  this  Department’s  problems 
relating  to  the  issuance  of  permits  for  use  of  national-forest  lands. 

We  recommend  enactment  of  S.  2216. 

S.  2216  is  identical  to  H.  R.  2762  as  passed  by  the  House  in  the  83d 
Congress.  It  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under 
such  regulations  as  he  may  make  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  permit  the  use  and  occupancy  of  not  to 
exceed  80  acres  of  national-forest  land  for  periods  not  exceeding  30 
years,  for  the  following  purposes:  (1)  Constructing  or  maintaining 
hotels,  resorts,  and  any  other  structures  or  facilities  necessary  or 
desirable  for  recreation,  public  convenience,  or  safety;  (2)  construct- 
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ing  or  maintaining  buildings,  structmes,  and  facilities  for  industrial 
or  commercial  purposes  whenever  such  use  is  related  to  or  consistent 
with  other  uses  on  the  national  forests;  (3)  construction  or  mainte¬ 
nance,  by  ain^  State,  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  any  public  or 
nonprofit  agency,  of  buildings,  structmes,  or  facilities  necessary  or 
desirable  for  education  or  for  any  public  use  or  in  connection  with 
any  public  activity.  This  bill  would  also  authorize  the  Secretary  to 
permit  the  use  and  occupancy  of  not  to  exceed  5  acres  of  national- 
forest  land,  for  periods  not  exceeding  30  years,  for  the  construction 
or  maintenance  of  summer  homes  and  stores. 

Under  existing  laws  this  Department  has  adequate  authority  to 
issue  revocable  permits  for  uses  for  which  long-term  tenure  is  unneces¬ 
sary  or  undesirable.  Also,  the  authority  to  issue  leases  and  term 
permits  is  adequate  for  communication  and  television  purposes,  for 
the  use  of  Government-owned  structures,  for  permits  and  leases  to 
States,  political  subdivisions  thereof  and  public  agencies  for  public 
purposes,  and  for  all  types  of  uses  in  Alaska. 

The  act  of  March  4,  1915,  however,  is  inadequate  to  meet  other 
needs  for  term  permits  on  the  national  forests  because  it  limits  use  and 
occupancy  to  summer  homes,  hotels,  stores,  or  other  structures  needed 
for  recreation  or  public  convenience,  and  the  permit  area  to  a  maximum 
of  5  acres.  It  is  frequently  found  that  term  permits  would  be  desir¬ 
able  for  uses  not  specified  in  the  act  of  March  4,  1915,  and  permittees 
often  need  more  than  5  acres  for  their  authorized  operations. 

S.  2216  would  meet  needs  to  grant  term  permits  up  to  80  acres  for 
such  public  and  semipublic  uses  as  landing  fields,  resorts,  camp¬ 
grounds,  picnic  areas,  organization  camps  and  ski  lifts,  and  to  indus¬ 
trial  and  commercial  enterprises  such  as  sawmills,  mining  camps, 
wharves,  and  warehouses,  which  would  contribute  to  the  general  wel¬ 
fare  and  which  could  be  located  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  proper 
utilization  of  national-forest  resources.  In  numerous  instances  indi¬ 
viduals  cannot  finance  prospective  commercial  ventures  on  national 
forest  lands  because  banks  and  commercial  credit  companies  are  un¬ 
willing  to  make  loans  to  applicants  who  cannot  obtain  term  permits 
or  leases. 

The  act  of  September  3,  1954  (68  Stat.  1146)  provides  somewhat 
similar,  but  in  some  respects  more  restrictive,  authority  to  issue  term 
permits  to  States,  counties,  and  other  public  agencies  for  public 
buildings  and  other  public  works.  That  act  and  S.  2216  are  the  same 
as  to  length  of  permit  but  differ  as  to  acreage  allowances,  the  kind  of 
lessees  which  would  be  eligible,  requirements  for  consideration  and 
land  to  which  the  authority  would  apply. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  would  not  require  additional  appropriations. 
Receipts  from  national  forests  would  be  somewhat  increased  since 
leases  could  be  issued  for  developments  which  are  not  undertaken  now 
because  of  the  insecurity  of  a  revocable  permit. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that,  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
program  of  the  President,  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission  of 
this  report.

The  authority^ 
prodded  by  this  paragraph  shall  be  exercised  in  such  manner  as  not  to 
preclude  the  general  public  from  full  enjoyment  of  the  natural,  scenic, 
recreational,  and  other  aspects  of  the  national  forests.

Tliere  are 
several  important  flood-control  projects 
that  are  not  now  in  this  House  bill  that 
will  undoubtedly  be  inserted  when  the 
other  body  completes  their  hearing  and 
takes  final  action  on  this  flood-control 
measure.  One  of  these  projects  will  be 
the  Gering  Valley  flood-control  project. 

1  am  sure  it  will  be  in  the  bill  that  will 
go  to  conference.  The  Gering  flood- 
control  project  does  this: 

Gering  Valley  lies  in  the  extreme  west- 
central  tip  of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  in 
the  watershed  of  the  North  Platte  River, 
draining  an  area  of  approximately  86 
jquare  miles.  The  land  is  highly  pro- 
ictive  and  fertile  agricultural  land,  and 
nearly  every  tillable  acre  has  been  put 
to  11^  in  the  production  of  sugar  beets, 
beans/^lfalfa,  potatoes,  small  grains,  and 
corn.  \ 

A  large\majority  of  the  farms  in  the 
Gering  VaKley  are  served  by  irrigation 
^facilities  con^ructed‘by■lGcally  sponsored 
districts  or  unite  of  the  North  Platte  Val¬ 
ley  project,  whi^  is  one  of  the  first  proj¬ 
ects  constructecKunder  the  Reclama¬ 
tion  Act  of  1902\  Protection  of  these 
works  and  the  5^)846  acres  of  land 
served  thereby  is  onX  of  the  prime  ob¬ 
jectives  of  the  GeringValley  flood-con¬ 
trol  project.  \ 

In  the  past  25  years  there  have  been 
18  severe  floods  in  this  vallw,  with  aver¬ 
age  annual  damages  amounting  to  nearly 
$100,000.  The  most  disastroi^flood  of 
record  occurred  in  1947,  wheta  losses 
amounted  to  nearly  $1.5  million).  Just 

2  weeks  ago  another  flash  flood  damaged 
the  Gering  Valley  to  the  extent  of  ne^•ly 
$280,000,  and  any  sudden  heavy  rains\n 
the  future  will  certainly  bring  more  de^ 
struction  to  the  lands,  crops,,  and  facili¬ 
ties  in  the  area. 
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1948,  the  Public  Works  Committee 
of  tfte  Senate,  by  resolution,  authorized 
the  B^rd  of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and 
Harboi^to  undertake  a  review  of  the 
flood  sitOation,  and  to  devise  a  plan  for 
controlling  the  runoff  waters  in  the 
Gering  Valley.  These  studies  required 
several  yeai^k  and  upon  completion  a 
report  was  submitted  to  the  Chief  of 
Engineers,  Department  of  the  Anny,  on 
September  13,  iJ654,  which  suggested 
construction  of  fsmr  small  detention 
dams,  levees,  and  Mher  related  works 
that  would  cost  $1,10^00.  This  plan  is 
now  being  recommended  to  the  Con¬ 
gress.  $1,056,000  of  thik  amount  would 
be  the  Federal  Governme^s  investment, 
and  $48,500  would  be  the  investment  of 
local  interests.  In  additiork  the  local 
interests  would  be  required  bo  furnish 
the  land  and  easements  necessity,  and 
to  perform  certain  other  compleiHf ntary 
work  that  would  cost  an  addrUonal 
$300,000,  and  maintain  the  works.  \am 
pleased  to  say  that  the  local  people  hi^e 
performed  a  substantial  part  of  th  _ 
obligation,  and  stand  ready  and  willing 
to  complete  their  bargain.  Were  they 
financially  able  to  do  so,  they  would  un¬ 
dertake  all  of  the  work  required  to  pro¬ 
tect  their  property  and  interests;  but 
they  have  already  invested  more  than 
$6  million  over  the  years  in  just  the  irri¬ 
gation  and  drainage  works  that  serve 
their  community,  and  substantial 
amounts  for  repairs  and  maintenance  so 
they  do  not  feel  able  to  finance  this  addi¬ 
tional  expenditure  without  major  assist¬ 
ance  from  the  Federal  Government. 

The  report  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
shows  that  the  benefit-to-cost  ratio  of 
this  project  is  about  2  to  1.  The  project, 
in  its  present  form,  has  been  approved  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  this  ex¬ 
tremely  necessary  and  feasible  flood- 
control  project  can  be  included  in  the 
Omnibus  Flood  Control  Act  this  year.

The  Sen¬ 
ate  passed  i^long  ago,  and  the  House 
Committeeyon  the  Post  Office  and  Civil 
Service  v^e  kind  enough  to  give  us  a 
respectful  hearing.  A  lot  of  Members 
of  the  I^use  appeared  on  this,  the  gen- 
tlemai^from  Kansas  [Mr.  Avery],  the 
gentl^an  from  Virginia  [Mr.  Broyhill] 
the^entlewoman  from  Michigan  [Mrs. 
Griffiths],  the  gentlewoman  from  In¬ 
ina  [Mrs.  Harden],  the  gentleman 
from  Washington  [Mr.  Magnuson],  the 
'’gentleman  from  Texas  [Mr.  Ruther¬ 
ford],  the  gentleman  from  California 
[Mr.  Teague],  and  myself;  we  appeared 
as  witnesses  before  a  subcommittee  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  the  gentleman  from  Vir¬ 
ginia  [Mr.  Robeson],  the  gentlewoman 
from  New  York  [Mrs.  St.  George],  and 
the  gentleman  from  Texas  [Mr,  Kil¬ 
gore]. 

This  whole  legislation  hinges  upon  the 
definition  of  the  term  “detention.” 
What  it  does  is  to  give  employees  in 
Federal  prisions,  and  hospitals,  and  in¬ 
stitutions,  the  right  of  retirement  who 
perform  the  same  hazardous  duties  as 
so-called  custodial  officers.  A  custodial 
officer,  or  a  guard  with  a  gun  on  a  tower 
on  a  wall  is  not  in  the  same  danger  as 
the  so-called  noncustodial  officer  who  is 
locked  up  unarmed  with  these  inmates 
in  these  prisons  and  who  perform  these 
hazardous  duties. 

I  wonder  how  much  longer  we  are 
going  to  live  and  serve  in  this  body  to 
have  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  or  the 
i^ivil  Service  Commission  interpreting 
le  laws  which  this  Congress  enacts, 
irh^erpret  them  in  the  way  we  did  not 
int^d? 

WSypassed  a  law  in  the  80th  Congress, 
and  I^hink  the  intent  was  crystal  clear 
and  unmistakable  to  give  all  these  em¬ 
ployees  ^  these  prisons  all  over  the 
country  timsame  kind  of  protection.  I 
know  these\nen  and  women;  in  fact,  I 
have  a  neph^  who  worked  in  the  Fed¬ 
eral  hospital  m  Springfield,  Mo.,  and 
who  is  now  assretant  warden  at  Chilli- 
cothe,  Ohio.  Although  he  is  not  affected 
by  this  legislation^yhe  has  told  me  re¬ 
peatedly  it  is  time  \hat  Congress  took 
action,  that  they  shoWld  have  taken  it 
long  before  now,  to  c^ect  an  obvious 
and  manifest  injustice.

taining  hotels,  resorts,  and  any  other  structures  or  facilities  necessary 
or  desirable  for  recreation,  public  convenience,  or  safety ;  (b)  to  permit 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  suitable  areas  of  land  within  the  national 
forests,  not  exceeding  five  acres  and  for  jieriods  not  exceeding  thirty 
years,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  maintaining  summer  homes 
and  stores;  (c)  to  permit  the  use  and  occupancy  of  suitable  areas  of 
land  within  the  national  forest,  not  exceeding  eighty  acres  and  for 
periods  not  exceeding  thirty  years,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
maintaining  buildings,  structures,  and  facilities  for  industrial  or  com¬ 
mercial  purposes  whenever  such  use  is  related  to  or  consistent  with 
other  uses  on  the  national  forests  ;  (d)  to  permit  any  State  or  political 
subdivision  thereof,  or  any  public  or  nonprofit  agency,  to  use  and 
occupy  suitable  areas  of  land  within  the  national  forests  not  exceed¬ 
ing  eighty  acres  and  for  periods  not  exceeding  thirty  years,  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  or  maintaining  any  buildings,  structures,  or 
facilities  necessary  or  desirable  for  education  or  for  any  public  use 
or  in  connection  with  any  public  activity.  The  authority  provided 
by  this  paragraph  shall  be  exercised  in  such  manner  as  not  to  preclude 
the  general  public  from  full  enjoyment  of  the  natural,  scenic,  recrea¬ 
tional,  and  other  aspects  of  the  national  forests.”
